Farmers who. need. forage seed are 
advised to order supplies now. The 
1949 crop was short and unless Alber- 


Eleven samples of wheat were taken 
with 5 rejecteq and 3 grading No. 1. 
Oats—5 samples with 3 rejected, and 
Barley—4 samples with 3 rejected. The 
eamples were taken at random all over 
to M.D, whenever I happened to see a 
seed drill close. to the road. Testing 
was done by the Line Elevators Farm 
Service in Winnipeg. Wild oats were 
the greatest offenders causing 73 pet 
cent of the rejected samples. 

The fanning mill fs one of the most 
valuable machines on the farm if pro- 
‘perly. used. Some of the samples I col- 
lected woulg indicate that the fanning 
mill had never been used at all. Ef- 
ficient operation consists basically of 
eareful choice of screens, controlling 
the speed of operation, and preventing 
over-loading. of grain on the sieves, 

The results of the survey means that 
many farmers are still planting nox- 
fous weeds uniformly over their entire 
crop area, and thén spending consider- 
able sums of money in an endeavour to 
control them. The solution to. this is 
to exercise more care in cleaning seed. 
If every farmer in our M.D. paid strict 
attention to the type of seed he sows, 
the suving in money would be trem- 
endous. "

If you do offer suggestions 
you are not only helping the Council 
but may obtain added services for 
your fellow citizens.

BEES WITHSTAND 
COLD WEATHER 


_ In apite of the record breaking cold 
weather this winter, the bees m Al- 
berta seem to have survived go far in 
good condition. W. G. leMaistre, Pro- 
vincial Apiarist, advises that one ef- 
fect of the cold ‘weather was blocking 
of the hive entrances with frost, Af- 
ter a few days of this the colonies be- 
come uncomfortable and usually gen- 
érate enough heat to thaw ther out. 
This generated heat enables the 
bees to move freély about the hive to 
secure food; a thing they are unable 
to do when benumbed with cold. Their 
|} movement becomes so restricted that 
having consumed the stores which 
‘the cluster of bees is In contact they 


inches away. 

One danger in having the colony gen 
erate heat is that they may generate 
too much, gays Mr: leMaistre, If the 
temperature reaches 90 dgerees F. 
within the cluster of bees the queen 
will commence laying eggs. If she does 
the tees will have to over-exert ia 
ordér to incubate thie brood. In doing 
this they consume a great’ deal of 
their stores, use up their energy and 
die before spring. If the entrances re- 
main closed for a week or so, the bee- 
keeper can help to prevent this over- 
heating by clearing out the entrances 
with wire,

Sleeping sickness is one of the worst 
acvurges in Africa, Within three years 
it killed 66 per cent of the population 
in one Uganda province at the begin- 
ning of the century. 

In one form the disease affects cat- 
tle ang because of this, natives in 
tsetse-ridden areas suffer from a 
chronic lack of ‘protein in their diets 
due to lack of meat and milk. 

British scientists have now produc- 
ed a drug called antrycide which not 
only cures eick animals but immuniz- 
es healthy cattle. This discovery may 
make 4,500,000 square miles of. Africa's 
soll safe for cattle-raising. 

Malaria is another barrier to the 
development of Africa. The disease in- 
directly increases .the mortality rates 
of most other diseases and causes 
lethargy ang lack of initiative on the 
part of the African population. 

Here again science is aiding fighters 
of disease. Mass attacks against the 
malarial mosquito by removing breed- 
ing grounds through drainage, can- 
als, introduction of fish and use of 
DDT, are being garriéd out in. thou- 
sands of swamps, rivers, pools and 
ditches. 

Meanwhile medical services are con- 
tinually expanded in Africa. Hospitals 
are being built anid extended, and in- 
habitants who have for centuries re- 
lied on their own native doctors are 
showing increasing confidence in clin- 
ies for the welfare of mothers and 
children.

Fertilizing Grain Crops ‘ 
Some Western farmers are of the 
opinion that our prairie soils do 
not, and never will, need fertilizer. 
Others insist that the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers will eventually 
ruin the soil. However, the fact is 
that, with each passing, year, more 
and more grain growers in Western 
Canada are using commercial fertl- 
izers with beneficial results. 

Plant Growth Requrements. The 
essential requirements for the nor- 
mal growth of plants are’ sunlight, 
air, moisture, temperature and plant 
food, Of these, plant food is the 
one growth factor over which 
farmers can exercise ’a measure of 
control. To maintain the basic 
plant foods (Phosphate, Nitrogen 
and Potash) at a satisfactory level 
in our prairie poils, effective use 
ean and should be made of com- 
mercial fertilizers. @ 

Fertilizer Tests. The results of 
extensive fertilizer trials in Western 
Canada have shown that profitable 
increases in yield result from the | 
application of prone fertilizers, 
Nitrogen is of secondary import- 
ance, except in the grey-wooded 
soils, or where heavy stubble or 
trash is being incorporated into the 
soil. In the more humid. regions, 
the application of 25 Ibs. of 11-48-0 
fertilizer usually results in an in- 
crease in yield of about 6 bushels, 
while an increase of 7 to 8 bushels 
per acre can. be expected where 
50 Ibs. of 11-48-0 are applied. 

The proper use of commercial 
fertilizer results not only in higher 
yields, but in better weed control, 
-reduced root rot damage, and 
earlier and more uniform ripening 
of grain crops..

furniture is known by the amusing 
mame of “heaving”. Building coats, 
uséd for building up the surface of the 
object, are applied before rubbing. 
These coats are also known as founda- 
tion eoats, or may be referred to by 
furniture manufacturers as sanding 
sealers. Where the building coats are 
applied too frequently, too heavily, or 
unevenly, they sometimes prevent pro- 
per drying.
